For several years television has been looking for a 
sequal to the two most successful series ever shown on 
that medium the Army-McCarthy Hearings and the 
Elsies Kefauver Crime Investigations.

But be of good cheer, my friends! I think we have 
a suitable successor in Billie Sol Estes, the cotton and 
ammonia fertilizer king of Pecos, Texas, who was re­ 
cently indicted for dishonesty and just plain Southern 
cussedness.

There are enough solid dramatic elements for a 
good courtroom suspense series. First there's Billie Sol 
himself, the perfect picture of the New Southern Gen­ 
tleman the church-goer, who sang all the right hymns 
on Sunday and gouged his neighbors on Monday, Tues­ 
day, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Saturday.

There's a murder and a pretty girl driven mad. 
There is even a crusading newspaper reporter who 
scoops the rest of the country.

And last of all, there is the sweet-sour smell of 
graft in high places. It has everything but St. George 
and the Dragon. And someone is probably working on

The movie was "Dancing Lady," made by Af-G-Af 
in 1SS3 when all the stars were young and beautiful.
